almost as famous for his maxims and home- 
spun wit as for his mass-produced auto- 
mobiles. 

Once an interviewer asked him, “How much money 
would you say the average person wants?” 

Instead of specifying some amount, Mr. Ford, after 
a moment’s hesitation, replied, “I would say that the 
average person wants a little more money.” 

How perfectly right that is. It is a manifest truth 
that very few persons want a lot more money, yet al- 
most every person wants a little more. The search for 
material wealth is the most endless quest on earth, 
and the most fruitless, for, regardless of the amount 
accrued, there is that persistent desire for still a little 
more. The man in poverty wants only a little more 
money that he might have a decent living; the man 
with a decent living wants only a little more that he 
might purchase a home and perhaps a car; the man 
of moderate means wants only a little more that he 
might have a few of the luxuries of life; a man who 
enjoys a comfortable living wants only a little more 
money that he might be independent and own his own 
business; the man who owns his own business wants 
only a little more that he might expand enough to 
take care of his old age and his children; the capital- 
ist wants a little more money that he might be able to 
monopolize his field. 

Never lived the man who had enough money. Ma- 
terial wealth cannot satisfy; therefore, the man who 
searches for it can never be satisfied. That is why 
Jesus said, 

Take heed, and beware of covetousness: for a 
man’s life consisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth (Luke 12:15).

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and steal (Mat- 
thew 6:19). 


The search for knowledge is as endless as the strug- 
gle for money. 

When I was a boy, I wondered if a person could 
ever learn so very much that he would have no desire 
to learn more. But that is as impossible as it is for a 
man to have so much money that he does not care to 
earn another penny. The more a person knows, the 
more he wants to know, for the more his curiosity is 
quickened. The more he knows, the more he realizes 
that in one lifetime he can do no more than tap the 
measureless stream of knowledge. 


f pe FORD, the American industrialist, was 


Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, in his book How to Live, 
pictures knowledge as an island and declares that the 
larger the island of knowledge, the longer the shore- 
line of curiosity. Each time a man learns something 
new, there are opened to him many other avenues 
of knowledge he will desire to explore. 

Just as the man who struggles for gold can never 
have enough but always wants a little more, so the 
man who searches for knowledge can never have 
enough for he always wants a little more. So also it 
is with the man who seeks for the riches of the Lord 
Jesus Christ and the knowledge of His wondrous grace. 

Any degree of Christian consecration sets in process 
a Similar endless quest for more of God. It is impos- 
sible to be consecrated to God to any acceptable ex- 
tent without having a deep yearning for more of con- 
secration, more of love, and more of His divine nature. 
The deeper we go in consecration, the farther we 
push from ourselves the horizon of complacency. 

There is-no such thing as getting so much of grace 
and holiness that we care for no more. The more of 
His love we experience, the more of His nature we 
manifest, and the more of ourselves we give to Him, 
the greater the desire within us to have a little more 
of Him and to give a little more of ourselves. Each 
successive step of deeper consecration calls for still 
another step, for we can never be satisfied until we 
awake in His likeness. That, however, is the beauty of 
yearning for more of holiness. While it can never be 
fully satisfied on earth, it will be satisfied in God’s 
presence. 


As for me, I will behold thy face in righteous- 
ness: I shall be satisfied, when I awake, with thy 
likeness (Psalm 17:15). 


Unlike the quest for material things which we de- 
stroyed by rust and the processes of decay (Matthew 
6:19), and the endless search for knowledge which 
will vanish away (1 Corinthians 13:8), the quest for 
more of God will one day bring satisfaction and ful- 
fillment. That hunger alone will bring security and 
contentment. 

In your heart, what endless quest are you on now? 
The struggle for a little more money? The road to a 
little more knowledge? Or, the quest for a little more

The photo at the left is a scene 
of the entire campground. Many of 
the lovely trees, large and small, 
were uprooted and blown down. 
Some damage was done to many of 
the houses, but fortunately very lit- 
tle was done to the state buildings. 
The grounds were literally covered 
with fallen trees and debris. The 
job of clearing and making neces- 
sary repairs after the onslaught of 
this near catastrophe was a major 
operation. 

This would have cost many hun- 
dreds of dollars had it not been 
that much of the work was done 
by the preachers of Florida. Broth- 
er Morehead sent out an S.OS. the 
week following the disaster and 
many of the ministers responded. 
Dressed in work clothes and armed 
with axes, saws and rakes, they 
began the greatest clean-up job 
ever undertaken on the Florida 
campground. Within a few days the 
work was completed and every- 
thing was back to normal again, 
except that many of the beautiful 
trees were missing. It will take 
years to replace them; however, we 
are indeed grateful that no severe 
injuries were incurred or lives lost. 


To those who witnessed the pass- 
ing of Hurricane Donna, it was an 
exciting and unforgettable experi- 
ence. The storm raged violently 
most of the night, but by Sunday 
morning the winds had calmed and 
the sun was shining. This made 
one feel like exclaiming as did the 
disciples in the storm on the Sea of 
Galilee when Jesus stilled the 
winds: “What manner of man is 
this, that even the wind and the 
sea obey him.”

love and appreciate the 

Church, but with these feel- 
ings should be the conviction that 
the Church is right in its worship, 
ordinances, and destination. 

The Church is right in its wor- 
ship. Sometimes our worship serv- 
ices are exuberant, sometimes they 
are mellow and tearful, and some- 
times they are quite stoic; but re- 
gardless of the style of the meet- 
ing, the one requirement by which 
a worship service is acceptable to 
God is explained by the words of 
Jesus, “God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship 
him in spirit and in truth” (John 
4:24). Some may use one pattern 
while others will use another; still 
if it meets the above specifications, 
it is pleasing to God. One con- 
gregation in the North to whom I 
had been assigned as pastor dis- 
tressed me greatly, because of an 
apparent complete lack of response 
while I preached. In my initial 
sermon as I preached, I remem- 
bered the very demonstrative peo- 
ple to whom I had previously min- 
istered, and doubts came into my 
mind as to whether I was being 
accepted in this new pastorate. 
Then after the sermon, as the good 
people prayed around the altar, I 
observed the moving of the Spirit, 


g T IS FITTING that we should 


as some, under His unction, wept, 
and others rejoiced, I prayed, “For- 
give me, Lord. As long as I can 
witness such earnestness of wor- 
ship, I shall not hereafter expect 
one group to be conformed to the 
pattern of worship as used by an- 
other.” Then some years later, I 
was in the island of Jamaica. After 
I had preached, a local minister 
gave an invitation for seekers to 
bow at the altar. As they knelt he 
sang a chorus, and then said, “Re- 
peat this prayer after me.” This 
sounded strange to me. I felt that 
anybody should know how to call 
for God’s mercy. However, before 
the meeting was dismissed, I heard 
the pastor say, “Now all you peo- 
ple who really meant business with 
God about this tonight, meet me 
here at sunrise in the morning.” I 
slept near this palmetto-thatched 
tabernacle that night and the thing 
that awoke me next morning was 
praying aloud that really shook the 
hills. Then I prayed, “Forgive me 
again, Lord; whatever happened 
last night that caused this to hap- 
pen this morning, whether or not 
it conformed to my preconceived 
pattern, is bound to be all right.” 

God does not put His Spirit in 
bottles or congregations that have 
no flexibility. The requirement is to 
worship the Father in Spirit and 


in truth, for the Father seeketh 
such to worship Him. 

The Church is right in its wor- 
ship because it improves our atti- 
tudes. In the 73rd Psalm is the 
story of a man who had the blues, 
and was confused in his thinking. 
He reasoned, “It is the wicked who 
prosper in the world. It appears 
that they have good health until 
the time of death. They are proud 
and fat. They are not chastised for 
their evil words and deeds. Maybe 
I made a big mistake when I was 
converted. ‘Verily I have cleansed 
my heart in vain, and washed my 
hands in innocency’ (verse 13). I 
just do not understand it. ‘When I 
thought to know this, it was too 
painful for me; Until I went into 
the sanctuary of God [church]; 
then understood I their end’ (vers- 
es 16, 17.)” In the anointed atmos- 
phere of the church, he understood 
that he was an eternal being, and 
that each trial here was preparing 
him for the hereafter. Now he reas- 
oned that he was thinking in terms 
of the eternal, while before he was 
thinking like an animal, of the ma- 
terial things of the present. He was 
glad for being in church. He said, 
“It is good for me to draw near 
to God” (verse 28). 

Many times, weary and confused 
with the problems of life, I have 
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found my way to the house of God, 
and there in that anointed atmos- 
phere, my whole perspective of life 
took on new meaning. Here we 
reconcile the past, present, and 
future by the cross of Calvary, and 
our souls are bathed afresh in the 
love of God. Our hearts are fired 
with faith, and our minds envision 
the unending flow of boundless 
grace that shall be ours eternally. 
Thank God for the worship of the 
Church. 


The Church is right in its ordi- 
nances. Water baptism is a Christ- 
prescribed method of public testi- 
mony. Holy Communion, or the 
Lord’s Supper, is the memorial by 
which He chooses to be remem- 
bered, and the washing of the 
saints’ feet is an act that sym- 
bolizes proper attitude for Chris- 
tian ministry. It is right that the 
Church follow Christ’s example. 


The Church is right in its desti- 
nation, ‘““Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; 
That he might sanctify and cleanse 
it with the washing of water by 
the word, That he might present it 
to himself a _ glorious church” 
(Ephesians 5:25-27). “Because thou 
hast kept the word of my patience, 
I also will keep thee from the hour 
of temptation, which shall come 
upon the world, to try them that 
dwell upon the earth. Behold. I 
come quickly: hold that fast which 
thou hast, that no man take thy 
crown” (Revelation 3:10, 11). 

When Theodore Roosevelt re- 
turned from a big game hunt in 
Africa, he was met at the dock 
with a gala welcome extravaganza. 
There were music, dignitaries, 
speeches, fanfare, and confetti. Re- 
turning also by the same ship was 
a missionary, who, with no one to 
greet him, carried his luggage 
ashore, and on to a second-rate 
hotel. Despondently, in his room he 
moaned out to God, “Why is it that 
one man who has been shooting 
animals returns home, and a mag- 
nificent welcome awaits him. I re- 
turn from winning souls to Christ 
and no one is here to give me a 
welcome?” To this, he heard the 
Lord reply, “Son, you are not home 
yet.” 
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Like the missionary, we have not 
arrived as yet, but when the Church 
reaches its destination, there will 
be copious welcome and reward. 
Here my imagination runs unre- 
strained as I see a city’s walls most 
glorious to behold, gates of purest 
pearl and streets of transparent 
gold, bright angels that pace the 
shining streets and hear the sweet 
music that fills the air. Should 
more be said of throne, river, trees, 
fruit, rainbow, angels, and loved 
ones? Yes, all this is to be expect- 
ed, but the highest hope of the 
soul is to see Him who first loved 
us; who, while we were yet sinners, 
gave Himself for us. 


“When by His grace I shall look 
on His face, 

That will be glory, yes, glory for 
me.” 

He said, “I will come again ... 

that where I am, there ye may be 

also.” The Church is right in its 

destination. Timothy Dwite gave us 

these lines: 


“I love Thy kingdom, Lord, 
The House of Thine abode; 





The Church our blessed Redeemer 
saved 
With His own precious blood. 


I love Thy Church, O God, 
Her walls before Thee stand 
Bright as the apple of Thine eye 
And graven in Thy hand. 


For her my tears shall fall, 
For her my prayers ascend; 
To her my cares and toils be given 
*Til toils and cares shall end. 


Beyond my highest joys 

I prize her heavenly ways, 

Her sweet communions, solemn 
vows, 

Her hymns of love and praise.

Fellowship

HESE ARE days of crucial 

} conditions in and out of 
Christendom which chal- 

lenge all Christians to whole- 
hearted co-operation. In fact, if the 
Christians throughout the world 
succeed in developing a solid bul- 
wark against the enemies of Chris- 
tianity and in promoting its worthy 
causes, it will be through closer and 
stronger fellowship. There are 
many reasons why all Christians 
can and should enjoy genuine 
heart-warming fellowship regard- 
less of denominational distinctions. 


SAME FATHER: 


First of all, we, as Christians, 
have the same heavenly Father. 
He is our Father by creation, for 
David said, “It is God that hath 
made us.” He is our heavenly Fath- 
er by re-creation; for in St. John 
1:13 we read that we are “born of 
God”; and in 1 John 3:1 we read, 
“Behold, what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us, that 
we should be called the sons of 
God ...” Then, in 2 Corinthians 
5:17 Paul lets us know how this is, 
when he said, “Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature ...” Therefore, by physi- 
cal and spiritual birth all Chris- 
tians are God’s children. 


SAME BLOOD: 


Again, we are of the same blood. 
Paul tells us in Acts 17:26 that God 
« .. hath made of one blood all 
nations of men ...” This, of course, 
is physical blood. But Simon Peter 
tells us in 1 Peter 1:18, 19 that we 
were “... redeemed ... with the 
precious blood of Christ ...” There- 


fore, by blood all true Christians 
are the same, and our fellowship 
should be real and precious. 


SAME FAMILY: 


Being of the same Father and of 
the same blood, we are of the same 
family; hence, Paul speaks of us 
in Ephesians 2:19 as being “the 
household of God,” and the “house- 
hold of faith’ in Galatians 6:10. 
As members of the same family, 
there should be the tenderest of 


“care, interest, concern, respect and 


devoted love between Christians 
everywhere. In this connection we 
should also realize that “united we 
stand,” but that, as Jesus said, “a 
house divided against itself will 
come to desolation.” 


HIS SAINTS: 


Being of the same household and 
family, we have numerous titles. 
Some of these titles have been 
given to us by critics, some have 
been given to us by Christian 
leaders; and, still better, some have 
been given by the Lord Jesus him- 
self. These titles are the same for 
all Christians, regardless of color, 
clime or calling. One of the titles 
is saints. Isn’t it wonderful that we 
believe in living saints and that 
only living saints can be saints 
after death? Notice the exhorta- 
tion of Paul in Romans 16:1, 2, “I 
commend unto you Phebe our sis- 
ter, which is a servant of the 
church which is at Cenchrea: That 
ye receive her in the Lord, as be- 
cometh saints ...” This shows 
clearly that Phebe, as well as those 
who were to receive her, were 
saints; they were holy and godly 


people. To further substantiate the 
fact that Christians are saints be- 
fore they die, we hear David say, 
“Precious in the sight of the Lord 
is the death of his saints.” 


TITLED DISCIPLES: 


Then we have the titled disciples. 
Jesus said, “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another.” All 
Christians are His disciples. Again, 
we are called Christians. The disci- 
ples were called Christians first at 
Antioch because they looked like 
Christ, taught like Christ, lived like 
Christ. Then, again, we are called 
friends. Jesus said, “Ye are my 
friends, If ye do whatsoever I com- 
mand you.” We are not only called 
saints, disciples, Christians and 
friends, but we are also called 
brethren. This is one of the most 
endearing titles, to my mind, that 
is given to us, 

SAME COMMISSION: 

We are challenged to fellowship 
because we have the same commis- 
sion. There is only one group 
which is commissioned to carry 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, and 
that is Christians. Christians every- 
where are authorized to, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and, lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” There is no 
group of Christians or professed 
Christians which has a monopoly 
on this. Our commission came from 
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the same person; it is contained in 
the same Bible; and it is this Bible 
and its precious truths that we are 
to preach to men and women 
everywhere in an effort to win 
them for Christ. 


SAME OBJECTIVES: 

As true Christians we have the 
same objectives. Regardless of our 
denominational distinctions or ti- 
tles, we are, both as individuals and 
groups, to seek the lost, save the 
lost, build up the spiritual king- 
dom and promote righteousness 
and peace in this world. No greater 
and grander objectives could be 
thought of than these. The world 
needs to be won, but this can come 
only through the medium of whole- 
hearted Christian effort. 


SAME METHODS: 


Another strong reason for Chris- 
tian fellowship is our sameness of 
methods in carrying on our work. 
We preach the gospel as evangel- 
ists and as pastors. We teach the 
gospel as laymen, evangelists and 
pastors. We sing and play the gospel 
as singers and musicians. We are 
praying musicians, singers, teach- 
ers, evangelists, pastors, or, else, we 
are failures. As praying Christians 
we travel faster and farther than 
in any other way. Radio has been 
a method and means of spreading 
the gospel for years. Television is 
a greater discovery, and we should 
use it as much as possible in 
spreading the gospel. The press is 
another method of spreading the 
gospel from a local point through- 
out the whole world. All of these 
methods are resorted to by every 
Christian group and organization; 
therefore, the sameness in these 
fields of activity should demand of 
all Christians a definite fellowship, 
understanding, respect, co-opera- 
tion and appreciation for each 
other’s efforts. 


SAME SYSTEMS: 


There should be Christian fel- 
lowship in our work because we use, 
for the most part, the same sys- 
tems. For instance, there are but 
few Christian organizations that 
do not have Sunday Schools. It is 
one of the greatest means of pro- 
moting the church and the Chris- 
tian cause that can be thought of. 
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In fact, the Sunday School atten- 
dance and progress is one of the 
best barometers of a church. Many 
missions are organized as a Sun- 
day School, and then later organ- 
ized into a local church. One of 
our common factors is that the 
local church is a Christian home 
in all the denominations, even 
among groups who pretend they 
do not believe in governed organi- 
zations. 


SAME MISSIONS: 

Another system that we have 
much in common through Chris- 
tendom is our missions, both home 
and foreign. Christ Jesus said that 
the disciples, as living witnesses, 
were to bear testimony in Jeru- 
salem, Judea, Samaria, and unto 
the utmost parts of the earth. We 
most certainly start at home, but 
from home we travel outward and 
onward to the utmost parts of the 
earth. Then there is a general ac- 
knowledgment of our educational 
need. Progressive-minded Chris- 
tians realize that we must not only 


be educated in God’s Word and 
plan concerning our lives and work, 
but also in the various sciences 
and literary subjects. We must de- 
velop our young people through ed- 
ucational efforts in the home, the 
Sunday School, Young Peoples’ En- 
deavor, regular church services, 
Christian day schools, Bible schools, 
colleges and in any other Christian 
organization that we can possibly 
support. 


SAME CHARACTER: 


There is sameness in all true 
Christian character. All Christians 
are to be holy, blameless, honest, 
humble and unselfish. In fact, it is 
these characteristics that really 
make a person worthy of being 
called a Christian. It is with such 
people that Christian fellowship is 
not only possible, but easy and 
pleasant. 


SAME QUALIFICATIONS: 


Another reason why Christians 
should enjoy the very best of fel- 
lowship is because the successful 
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promotion of our common cause 
and interest in the Kingdom of 
God depends on the sameness of our 
qualifications. All Christians should 
be full of the Holy Ghost, faith, 
goodness, knowledge, joy and the 
love of God. All Christians should 
be “wise as serpents,” yet as “harm- 
less as doves.” The devil is against 
all of us. Every Christian organiza- 
tion has its troubles within and 
without. There is the lack of moral, 
spiritual and financial support by 
its unfaithful constituents as well 
as outsiders. We are confronted 
today by not only atheism, agnos- 
ticism and infidelity, but also mod- 
ernism which has a form of godli- 
ness but is denying the power 
thereof. Pentecost has been 
preached as a latter day experi- 
ence for more than sixty years, yet 
only ten million people profess to 
have the experience. 


SAME ENEMIES: 


We are confronted with the same 
enemies in our governments, 
schools, industries; in fact, we are 
confronted with enemies of a more 
subtle, sneaking undermining, 
streamlining nature than has ever 
confronted Christendom before. 
Paul said that the following things 
would be existing in the last days. 
“This know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. For 
men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to par- 
ents, unthankful, unholy, Without 
natural affection, trucebreakers, 
false accusers, incontinent, fierce, 
despisers of those that are good, 
Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers 
of pleasures more than lovers of 
God; Having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof:

“New Law Extends Social 


Deadline for Clergy 


_ WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—Min- 
isters now have until April 15, 1962, 
to decide if they want to partici- 
pate in the Social Security system. 
The amendment to the Social Se- 
curity Act signed recently by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower extends the cut- 
off date originally set for Septem- 
ber 15, 1957. 

Many clergymen at that time 
claimed they did not understand 
the law, and that the deadline was 
not announced in sufficient time 
for them to comply. U.S. Congress- 
men said that in some cases er- 
roneous information was given to 
clergymen by local officials who 
did not understand the regulations 
either. And in other cases church 
agencies had failed to resolve the 
question as to whether or not 
members of the clergy should 
participate in the governmental 
program in time for ministers to 
apply for coverage. 

Clergymen who have waited to 
make their decision on Social Se- 


“curity coverage will be penalized to 


some extent, however, as compared 
with those ministers who immedi- 
ately elected coverage in 1955 and 
have been paying Social Security 
taxes since that date as self-em- 
ployed persons. The benefits which 
the late signers draw upon retire- 
ment, or which their survivors re- 
ceive, will be substantially less for 
a period of years. 

If a minister elects coverage be- 
fore April 15, 1961, he must pay 
his “self-employment tax” for both 
the years 1959 and 1960. If he 





elects coverage between April 16, 
1961, and April 15, 1962 (the new 
deadline), he must pay his tax for 
1960 and 1961. 

Government officials urged the 
clergy to study the amendment to 
the Social Security Act and to de- 
cide soon on whether or not they 
want to have a part. After April 
15, 1962, such coverage cannot be 
elected, except by newly ordained 
ministers who will continue to 
have two years in which to make 
a decision. 


“Protestant Pastor 


Attacked in Colombia 


BOGOTA, Colombia (CEDEC)— 
On June 12th, the Rev. Pedro 
Morales, a Protestant pastor of the 
World-Wide Evangelization Cru- 
sade, was attacked by a Catholic 
mob in the “Ismael Perdomo” sub- 
urb of this cit while on his way 
to conduct a regular Sunday morn- 
ing service in the home of Milciades 
Jimenez. 

A group of about 60 persons was 
waiting in the street for Morales 
when he arrived in the neighbor- 
hood. One of them rushed at him, 
grabbed him by the collar and 
tore the buttons off his shirt. The 
crowd converged upon him, shout- 
ing obscenities. He was knocked to 
the ground and dragged through 
the streets for about two blocks. 
The people threw oranges, toma- 
toes and other fruit at him. 

Destroy Bible. The attackers 
seized the Bible and hymnbook 
which Morales was carrying under 
his arm and tore them to pieces. 
When they came to a mud puddle 
in the street, they shouted, “We 
have to wash him!” They pushed 
him into the mud and kicked him. 
One of them threatened him with 
a knife, saying, “You have to leave, 
did you hear? You have to get out 
of this neighborhood!” 


Dragged to highway. Morales was 
dragged to a highway where he 
was again threatened with the 
knife. The crowd threw him into 
a ditch and left him. He was able 
to reach the house of Francisco 
Murcia, where he was rescued by 
police. 

Woman beaten. Zoila de Murcia 
tried to protect her pastor when 
the man was about to stab him. 
She was knocked unconscious by 
a blow on the head. Then she was 
dragged through the streets by her 
hair. Later she was able to escape 
to her house. 

House stoned. During the at- 
tack the demonstrators stoned the 
house and store of Milciades 
Jimenez. They shouted cheers to 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
—— to the “Protestant commun- 
ists.”

“Southern Baptist Missionaries 


Leaving Cuba 


ATLANTA, Ga. (EP)—At the sug- 
gestion of the U.S. Government, 
Southern Baptist missionaries are 
now leaving Cuba, and others are 
expected to follow soon. 

The announcement was made by 
Loyd Corder of Atlanta, Ga., secre- 
tary of the language group minis- 
tries department of the denomina- 
tion’s Home Mission Board with 
offices in Atlanta. 

One of the problems facing the 
churches in Cuba today arises 
from Castro-stimulated prejudice 
against Americans. Many mission- 
aries have complained they can- 
not talk to some Cubans either 
because the Cubans dislike Ameri- 
cans or they are afraid to be seen 
talking to Americans. 


“Old Rugged Cross” Remains 
America’s Favorite Hymn 


NEW YORK (EP)—“The Old 
Rugged Cross” is still the best- 
loved hymn of Americans, accord- 
ing to a poll taken by the Christian 
Herald, nondenominational Protes- 
tant monthly published here. 

The survey collected 30,000 bal- 
lots in the poll which registered the 
largest response to any Christian 
Herald hymn survey. 

Both the first place hymn and 
the runner-up, “What a Friend We 
Have in Jesus,” occupied the same 
positions they held in the maga- 
zine’s 1953 survey. 

Ranking among the top 12 of the 
1,666 hymns named were: “In the 
Garden”; “How Great Thou Art”; 
“Sweet Hour of Prayer”; “Abide 
With Me”; “Rock of Ages”; “Nearer, 
My God, to Thee”; “Amazing 
Grace”; “Jesus, Lover of My Soul”; 
“Beyond the Sunset”; and “Blessed 
Assurance.” 

Biggest surprise in the balloting 
was the fourth place winner, “How 
Great Thou Art,” a newcomer to 
the United States. Written in 
Sweden in 1885 by Carl Bosberg 
and set to an old Swedish folk 
tune, the hymn was translated into 
several European languages, in- 
cluding Russian. 

Bill McVey, the Christian Herald 
singer, conducted the poll. A Pres- 
byterian minister’s son, McVey has 
recorded the 12 top hymns.
